New Delhi: If you are an avid user of social media, then chances are that you 
may have stumbled upon a viral message suggests that inhaling the vapour of 
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camphor, clove, ajwain and eucalyptus oil can help increase the oxygen levels. 
Not just that, it can also relieve respiratory distress. We suggest you must give 
it a ‘MISS’. 

It reads, “Camphor, lavang, ajwain, few drops eucalyptus oil. Make potli and 
keep smelling it throughout the day. This helps increase oxygen levels and 
congestion. This potli is given to tourists in Ladakh when oxygen levels are low. 
It’s ahome remedy.” 

According to quint, there is no scientific evidence to back the claim. In fact, 
chest specialists called this claim a myth. 

Other reports say that there is no proof that camphor, lavang or ajwain can 
increase blood oxygen or provide relief during respiratory distress, but it can 
work as a feel-good therapy during mild respiratory infections. Camphor is 
used to rub on the skin to reduce pain and itching, and some studies suggest 
that they have no effect on nasal decongestion. 

A study also suggests that reliving nasal obstruction doesn’t improve oxygen 
saturation. 

Likewise, there is no study that suggests that clove, ajwain and eucalyptus oil 
increase oxygen levels and congestion. 

Meanwhile, several prescriptions for COVID-19 treatment have also gone viral 
on WhatsApp and Facebook. It ranges from home remedies to Ayurveda and 
Unani prescriptions and audio and videos advises and notably, none of the 
remedies are certified or verified.

Various city nephrologists, neurologists and endocrinologists come across 
cases where patients opt for ayurvedic medication, and it worsens their 
condition. 


Experts feel most people assume that ayurvedic medicines do not have side 
effects. 


Dr Shashank Joshi, endocrinologist, Bhatia Hospital, said, “Some of the 
ayurvedic medicines, which are scientifically proven, are good to prevent 
diseases like diabetes, but not to cure ailments. Most of the time, people go by 
advertisements and buy medicines, instead of going to qualified ayurvedic 
doctors. | come across cases were patients taking ayurvedic medicines face 
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major health problems. There are a lot of ayurvedic products selling in the 
market which are not scientifically proven.” 


Dr Nirmal Surya, a neurologist at Bombay Hospital, said, “One patient, who 
was well educated, came to me with complaints of depression and memory 
loss. This patient had a habit of using ayurvedic medicines. We sent his blood 
sample to the Indian Institute of Environmental Medicine, which detected 
abnormal levels of lead, copper, gold, arsenic and mercury in it. The mercury 
present probably caused the depression and memory loss.” 


He added that many people randomly take ayurvedic medicines as a 
supplementary or to increase their appetite. 


“| have seen many cases of renal failure due to ayurvedic medicines. Heavy 
metals get deposited on kidneys, leading to chronic kidney failure cases,” said 
Dr Jatin Kothari, nephorologist at Hinduja Hospital. 

However, Dr KR Kohli, director, Directorate of Ayurveda, said, “It is complete 
wrong to say the ayurvedic medicines contain heavy metals. Allopathic doctors 
are saying such things due to professional jealousy. First, 90% herbal medicines 
don’t have any kind of metal, and the remaining 10% get refined in the making 
process. There is a lot of research done at different levels to prove that the 
medicine is safe. People should buy only scientifically prepared drugs approved 
by the Food and Drugs Administration, and take them under medical 
supervision.” 


In India, the traditional herbal medicines, such as Ayurveda, Siddha, and Unani 
(ASU), are considered safe because of their long history of use. As such, no 
safety and efficacy studies are required for marketing approval, as per 

the Drugs and Cosmetics Act of 1940 (DCA).

The International Society for Ayurveda and 
Health (ISAH), a professional society of Ayurveda in the United States, 
recommends Ayurvedic therapeutic herbal use only when prescribed and 
properly supervised by a trained practitioner. 


Some frequently asked questions about Ayurveda’s safety include: 


Is there good scientific research around Ayurvedic medicine? 


Many Ayurvedic adherents argue that the system’s incredible longevity offers a 
powerful argument for its success and safety. However, most of the 
information regarding Ayurveda’s efficacy has been passed from teacher to 
student. In addition to this “oral history,” the ancient books Charak Samhita 
and Sushruta Samhita contain observational documentations about the 
system’s effectiveness. 


Although there is not a large body of clinical research on Ayurveda, many of 
the system’s principles and practices are now recognized and used in 
conventional medical settings. For example, the Ayurvedic tenant of the 
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psychological and physical impact humans experience during the changing of 
seasons is borne out in research on SAD (seasonal affective disorder). 


There is also medical and layperson acknowledgement of the health benefits 
of Ayurvedic practices, such as yoga, massage, and meditation. Herbs used in 
Ayurvedic medicine, such as tumeric, ginger, and neem, are now recognized as 
beneficial for heart health and as antioxidant-boosters. See the References and 
Further Reading section below for examples of research studies that are 
beginning to emerge on the use of specific Ayurvedic herbs. 


Western knowledge of Ayurveda is still in its infancy, thus skepticism exists. As 
the use of Ayurvedic medicine grows, and as more practitioners share their 
knowledge with other healthcare providers, this wariness of Ayurveda may 
transform into appreciation and knowledge of the system. 


What are potential obstacles to conducting 
“traditional” scientific research within the 
Ayurvedic system? 


Like all science, Ayurvedic medicine is based upon careful observations. 
However, a main tenant of Ayurveda is its focus on individual treatment. Each 
regimen is highly customized according to each patient’s needs. Ayurveda 
teaches that as there are no two persons alike, individuals may be treated with 
a different formulation, regimen or diet for the same disease. Thus, 
experiments measuring the outcome or effects of a single treatment on large 
numbers of people are impossible within the Ayurvedic system. 

In short, the double-blind placebo control method of experimentation defies 
Ayurvedic principles and may not bring accurate results. 


Is Ayurveda recognized by the World Health 
Organization (WHO)? 


The WHO recognizes Ayurveda as a traditional system of medicine. In fact, the 


Organization adapted its formal definition of health from Ayurvedic teachings. |

Paul Alexander, who contracted polio 
when he was six years old, has been 
using an iron lung since 1952. Watch: 
Paul Alexander, known as The Man in the 
lron Lung, has not been able to breathe 
on his own since 1952. Paul contracted 
the poliovirus when he was six and got 
paralysed from the neck down over the 
following five days. 





When Paul couldn't move or breathe, he was rushed to the hospital where he 
was declared dead. A doctor quickly performed a tracheostomy - a medical 
procedure that involves creating an opening in the neck in order to place a 
tube into a person's windpipe. Paul was placed into an iron lung and was in the 
hospital was 18 months. 

Paul, ina short documentary made by Mitch Summers, said, "People didn't like 
me very much back then, | felt like they were uncomfortable around me." 
When Paul was asked what he did all day, he responded, "Well, the same thing 
everybody else does. | woke up, brushed my teeth, washed my face, shaved, 
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have had some breakfast. | just needed a little bit of help. | would read, or 
study something, paint a picture or do some drawing. | hated just watching 
TV." 

After finishing school, he didn't get into college as they said he was "too 
crippled" and didn't have the polio vaccination. 

After two years of persuasion, the college accepted him on two conditions: 
that he gets the vaccination and that a fraternity would be responsible for him. 
Incredibly, Paul went on to become a lawyer after clearing bar exams. 

He wrote his biography with just his mouth to "inspire people". 

"No matter where you're from or what your past is, or the challenges that you 
could be facing, you can truly do anything. You've just got to set your mind to it 
and work hard," he said. 

He added, "My story is an example of why your past or even disability does not 
have to define your future." 


An artificial heart is a device that replaces the heart. Artificial hearts are 
typically used to bridge the time to heart transplantation, or to permanently 
replace the heart in the case that a heart transplant is impossible. Although 
other similar inventions preceded it from the late 1940s, the first artificial 
heart to be successfully implanted in a human was the Jarvik-7 in 1982, 
designed by a team including Willem Johan Kolff and Robert Jarvik. 


First human heart transplant 


On December 3, 1967, 53-year-old Louis Washkansky receives the first human 
heart transplant at Groote Schuur Hospital in Cape Town, South Africa. 
Washkansky, a South African grocer dying from chronic heart disease, received 
the transplant from Denise Darvall, a 25-year-old woman who was fatally 
injured in a car accident. Surgeon Christiaan Barnard, who trained at the 
University of Cape Town and in the United States, performed the revolutionary 
medical operation. The technique Barnard employed had been initially 
developed by a group of American researchers in the 1950s. American surgeon 
Norman Shumway achieved the first successful heart transplant, in a dog, at 
Stanford University in California in 1958. 


After Washkansky’s surgery, he was given drugs to suppress his immune 
system and keep his body from rejecting the heart. These drugs also left him 
susceptible to sickness, however, and 18 days later he died from double 
pneumonia. Despite the setback, Washkansky’s new heart had functioned 


normally until his death. 

In the 1970s, the development of better anti-rejection drugs made 
transplantation more viable. Dr. Barnard continued to perform heart 
transplant operations, and by the late 1970s many of his patients were living 
up to five years with their new hearts. Successful heart transplant surgery 
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continues to be performed today, but finding appropriate donors is extremely 
difficult. 


On August 3, 1994, first successful human to human heart transplant in India 
was performed at All India Insititute of Medical Science (AIIMS), New Delhi by a 
team of at least 20 surgeons led by Panangipalli Venugopal. Before this, the 
only way out for Indians to get heart transplant was to travel abroad. However, 
it was a luxury many people failed to afford. 

Only after the Transplantation of Human Organs Bill was passed with then 
President Shankar Dayal Sharma’s signature on July 7, 1994, did P Venugopal 
made history by successfully performing India’s first heart transplant at AIIMS 
on August 3, in the same year. The historic legislation regulated the removal, 
storage, and transplant of human organs. 

When the law was in the process of being approved, Venugopal and his entire 
team at the department of cardiothoracic and vascular surgery at AIIMS had 
been enhancing the techniques required for heart transplant by experimenting 
on animals. According to reports, the entire operation took nearly 59 minutes 


and the patient lived for at least 15 more years. }

5. Space junk!

Space junk is rapidly proliferating in low-Earth orbit, or LEO, which generates 
more debris and imperils space exploration. 


At present, more than 2,200 operational satellites are orbiting Earth. But the 
growing concern is the inoperative satellites, soent rockets and debris that also 
clutter the region — collectively called space debris or space junk. 

From the moment humanity 
entered space with the launch of 
Sputnik | in 1957, orbital debris 
began to accumulate. By 2020, 
those 2,200 operational satellites 
were joined by approximately 
34,000 pieces of debris 10 cm in 
diameter or larger, roughly 
900,000 objects from 1 cm to 10 
cm, and more than 128,000,000 
pieces under 1 cm. The mass of debris in Earth orbit totals nearly 7 million 
kilograms. While orbits eventually decay and debris can re-enter and burn up 
in Earth’s atmosphere, the process can take years. 

The amount of junk in geostationary orbit pales in comparison to the satellites 
and debris in the zone that extends just above Earth’s atmosphere upwards to 
2,000 km above its surface — known as low-Earth orbit, or LEO. To get to higher 
orbits, the Moon, or other planets, spacecraft must pass through low-Earth 
orbit, where debris is most dense and orbital velocities are greatest. So, space 
junk imperils not merely spacecraft in LEO, but all forms of space travel. 

With limited lifetimes, operational satellites can become space debris. 
Satellites run out of maneuvering fuel, batteries-wear out, solar panels 
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degrade — causing an orbital debris feedback loop, in which the problem is 
exacerbated when solar panels are sandblasted by micrometeoroids and tiny 
debris. As with rocket debris, spent satellites eventually re-enter Earth’s 
atmosphere and burn up, but the process can take years — and the higher they 
orbit above Earth, the longer those orbits take to decay. 


It is indeed heartening that many are engaged in finding a way to collect and 
destroy space junk. There must be a limit for the number of satellites a nation 
can put into orbit. UNO should take the initiative to bring out such a law with 
the consonance of all the nations. All the nations must join together and find 
out an immediate solution to bring under control the space junk COVID! 


6. Garbage problem! 





Burying garbage also causes both air and water pollution, and simply 
transporting it to the sites consumes an increasing amount of valuable fossil 
fuels, which produces more pollution and other problems. Buried in a landfill, 
the typical plastic trash bag takes 1,000 years to degrade, giving off toxins as it 
does.

Segregation at source should be at the heart of municipalities’ solid waste 
management system 


We know that we have a serious garbage problem. But the problem is not 
about finding the right technology for waste disposal. The problem is how to 
integrate the technology with a system of household-level segregation so that 
waste does not end up in landfills, but is processed and reused. It is clear that 
there will be no value from waste, as energy or material, if it is not segregated. 
But this is where our waste management system stops short. 
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It is the responsibility of the urban local body to ensure segregation of waste at 
source as per the Municipal Solid Waste (MSW) Rules, 2015. This means the 
body must get citizens to segregate waste at the household level and then 
ensure that this segregated waste—wet and dry, compostable and 
recyclable—is collected separately and transported separately for processing. 


The easier solution is to collect and dump. Or to believe that unsegregated 
waste can be sorted out mechanically at the processing plant itself and burnt. 
Officials of urban local bodies have been given to believe this is the magic 
bullet: collect, sort and burn. But as experience across India—and from the rest 
of the world—shows, if waste is not segregated then it will make poor quality 
fuel. This will not work. 


Segregation at source should therefore be at the heart of municipalities’ solid 
waste management system. The only city that has truly adopted segregation is 
Panaji. Municipal officials have ensured a citywide system that is designed to 
collect household waste on different days for different waste streams. This 
ensures separation. It is combined with penalties for non-segregated waste 
and has promoted colony-level processing as well. Most importantly, for the 
bulk of commercial establishments such as hotels it has a bag-marking system 
so that any non-compliance can be caught and fined. 


In Kerala’s Alappuzha segregation happens differently. Here the municipality 
does not collect waste because it has no place to take it to for disposal. The 
city’s only landfill has been sealed by villagers who live in its vicinity. This 
withdrawal of the municipality from waste management has meant that the 
people have to manage their waste, or be drowned in it. They segregate and 
compost what they can. The compost is used for growing vegetables and 
plants in their homesteads. The problem is how to handle all the non- 
biodegradable waste—paper, plastic, aluminium tins, etc. This is where the 
government has stepped in. It promotes collection through the already well- 
organised informal waste-recycling sector. The municipality has ended up 
saving a huge capital cost it would have otherwise incurred for collection and 
transportation. 


But this is one part of the waste solution. The other is to make sure there is no 
place for the un-segregated waste to go. This means taking tough steps to 
manage landfills in cities. In fact, the MSW (draft) Rules, 2015, accept that 
landfills should only be used for residual waste that is “non-usable, non- 
recyclable, non-biodegradable, non-combustible and non-reactive”. It goes on 
to state that every effort will be made to recycle or reuse the rejects to achieve 
the desired objective of zero waste to landfill. This is an important departure 
from previous policies, which ended up emphasising the need for sanitary 
landfills. 


The question is how to enforce this policy. Currently, all contracts for waste 
management awarded by city governments to private concessionaires have a 
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perverse incentive to bring larger quantities of waste to the dumpsite. Under 
these contracts the contractor is paid against the volume of waste deposited 
on the site. This “tipping fee” as it is known means that the higher the volume 
brought the greater the financial reward. City municipalities also find that the 
collection, transport and dumping of waste is an easier proposition than 
processing it for reuse. 


To change this, it is necessary to impose a landfill tax. The contracts need to be 
redesigned so that instead of the municipality paying for the waste brought to 
the landfill, the contractor should be made to pay a “tipping fee” for the waste. 
In this way, instead of being paid to bring waste to the landfill, the contractor 
or city municipality would have to pay a fee to dispose of the waste. This will 
provide financial viability to the waste-processing industry and also ensure that 
as little as possible waste reaches the landfill. 


We need to turn the system of garbage management on its head. Only then 
will we really clean our cities—not just sweep the dirt under the carpet. 


Man is destroying the earth creating garbage a lot. 

A way must be found out to manage it. Unless every man, every house-hold, 
every shop, every industry, those who do craft work and so on earnestly 
struggle to reduce garbage there will never be an end to this problem. All 
should have four bags, colored green, yellow, orange and red; green for 
biodegradable items, yellow for recyclable items, orange for non-recyclable 
items and red for electric cells, electronic items etc.. They must be trained to 
segregate them at the source itself. There must be enough setup for collecting 
them by panchayats, municipalities and corporations for prompt disposal. Sure, 
it will be a difficult venture to educate the concerned parties. 


7. Air pollution! 





Air pollution is a mixture of solid particles and gases in the air. Car emissions, 
chemicals from factories, dust, pollen and mold spores may be suspended as 
particles. Ozone, a gas, is a major part of air pollution in cities. When ozone 
forms air pollution, it's also called smog. Some air pollutants are poisonous. 


What Causes Air Pollution? 
“Most air pollution comes from energy use and production,” says John Walke, 
director of the Clean Air Project, part of the Climate and Clean Energy 
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program at NRDC. “Burning fossil fuels releases gases and chemicals into the 
air.” And in an especially destructive feedback loop, air pollution not only 
contributes to climate change but is also exacerbated by it. “Air pollution in the 
form of carbon dioxide and methane raises the earth’s temperature,” Walke 
says. “Another type of air pollution is then worsened by that increased heat: 
Smog forms when the weather is warmer and there’s more ultraviolet 
radiation.” Climate change also increases the production of allergenic air 
pollutants including mold (thanks to damp conditions caused by extreme 
weather and increased flooding) and pollen (due to a longer pollen season and 
more pollen production) 


Smog and soot 

These two are the most prevalent types of air pollution. Smog, or “ground- 
level ozone,” as it is more wonkily called, occurs when emissions from 
combusting fossil fuels react with sunlight. Soot, or “particulate matter,” is 
made up of tiny particles of chemicals, soil, smoke, dust, or allergens, in the 
form of gas or solids that are carried in the air. 

Smog can irritate the eyes and throat and also damage the lungs—especially of 
people who work or exercise outside, children, and senior citizens. It’s even 
worse for people who have asthma or allergies—these extra pollutants only 
intensify their symptoms and can trigger asthma attacks. 


Greenhouse gases 

By trapping the earth’s heat in the atmosphere, greenhouse gases lead to 
warmer temperatures and all the hallmarks of climate change: rising sea levels, 
more extreme weather, heat-related deaths, and increasing transmission of 
infectious diseases like Lyme. According to a 2014 EPA study, carbon dioxide 
was responsible for 81 percent of the country’s total greenhouse gas 
emissions, and methane made up 11 percent. “Carbon dioxide comes from 
combusting fossil fuels, and methane comes from natural and industrial 
sources, including the large amounts that are released during oil and gas 
drilling,” Walke says. “We emit far larger amounts of carbon dioxide, but 
methane is significantly more potent, so it’s also very destructive.” Another 
class of greenhouse gases, hydrofluorocarbons (HFCs), are thousands of times 
more powerful than carbon dioxide in their ability to trap heat. In October 
2016, more than 140 countries reached an agreement to reduce the use of 
these chemicals—which are used in air conditioners and refrigerators—and 
find greener alternatives over time. David Doniger, senior strategic director of 
NRDC’s Climate and Clean Energy program, writes, “NRDC estimates that the 
agreed HFC phase-down will avoid the equivalent of more than 80 billion tons 
of CO, over the next 35 years.” 


Pollen and mold 
Mold and allergens from trees, weeds, and grass are also carried in the air, are 
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exacerbated by climate change, and can be hazardous to health. They are not 
regulated by the government and are less directly connected to human 
actions, but they can be considered air pollution. “When homes, schools, or 
businesses get water damage, mold can grow and can produce allergenic 
airborne pollutants,” Knowlton says. “Mold exposure can precipitate asthma 
attacks or an allergic response, and some molds can even produce toxins that 
would be dangerous for anyone to inhale.” 

How to Help Reduce Air Pollution 

“The less gasoline we burn, the better we’re doing to reduce air pollution and 
harmful effects of climate change,” Walke says. “Make good choices about 
transportation. When you can, walk, ride a bike, or take public transportation. 
For driving, choose cars that get better miles per gallon of gas or choose an 
electric car.” You can also investigate your power provider options—you may 
be able to request that your electricity be supplied by wind or solar. Buying 
your food locally cuts down on the fossil fuels burned in trucking or flying food 
in from across the country. And perhaps most important, “Support leaders 
who push for clean air and water and responsible steps on climate change,” 
Walke says. 


Air pollution a very serious problem world is facing, mainly in cities and 
industrial centres. Burning fossil fuels is the main reason. We too are 
responsible for polluting the air by exiling carbon-dioxide into the atmosphere. 
Another one is: cutting down of the trees that replenish the air with oxygen 
that we breathe in! Let us plant more and more trees. It is a must that before 
too late we stop the burning of fossil fuels. We must depend on electricity. For 
producing electricity fossil must not be burned. Hydroelectric power plants, 
nuclear power plants, geothermal power plants, solar power plants, wind 
power plants and tidal power plants will avoid air pollution. Though quantity 
small, the nuclear power plants produce atomic waste, the disposal of which is 
a bit difficult. 


[The most currently-used method for nuclear waste disposal is storage, either 
using steel cylinders as radioactive shield or using deep and stable geologic 
formations. However, the disposal of nuclear waste by storage still has many 
concern, since the leakage of the nuclear waste may cause huge 
environmental disaster.] 


So, let us try to avoid nuclear power plants and depend or the other harmless 
power plants. A rule must be enacted that all houses and other buildings in the 
world should have solar panels erected for the production of electricity and the 
rule strictly enforced. There must be facilities to store in batteries, the 


electricity produced by solar panels, enabling its use when there is no sunshine. 


Let us increase the availability of the number of renewable energy sources. 
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8. Should we stop Petroleum production?!

Petroleum is a naturally occurring hydrocarbon material that is believed to 
have formed from animal and vegetable debris in deep sedimentary beds. The 
petroleum, being less dense than the surrounding water, was expelled from 
the source beds and migrated upward through porous rock such 

as sandstone and some limestone until it was finally blocked by nonporous 
rock such as shale or dense limestone. In this way, petroleum deposits came to 
be trapped by geologic features caused by the folding, faulting, and erosion of 
Earth’s crust. 

Petroleum may exist in gaseous, liquid, or near-solid phases either alone or in 
combination. The liquid phase is commonly called crude oil, while the more- 
solid phase may be called bitumen, tar, pitch, or asphalt. When these phases 
occur together, gas usually overlies the liquid, and the liquid overlies the more- 
solid phase. Occasionally, petroleum deposits elevated during the formation 
of mountain ranges have been exposed by erosion to form tar deposits. Some 
of these deposits have been known and exploited throughout recorded 
history. Other near-surface deposits of liquid petroleum seep slowly to the 
surface through natural fissures in the overlying rock. Accumulations from 
these seeps, called rock oil, were used commercially in the 19th century to 
make lamp oil by simple distillation. The vast majority of petroleum deposits, 
however, lie trapped in the pores of natural rock at depths from 150 to 7,600 
metres (500 to 25,000 feet) below the surface of the ground. As a general rule, 
the deeper deposits have higher internal pressures and contain greater 


quantities of gaseous hydrocarbons. }

Two articles of The Constitution of India are quoted below. 


{ARTICLE 157: QUALIFICATIONS FOR APPOINTMENT AS GOVERNOR 
No person shall be eligible for appointment as Governor unless he is a citizen 
of India and has completed the age of thirty-five years. 


ARTICLE 158: CONDITIONS OF GOVERNOR’S OFFICE 

(1) The Governor shall not be a member of either House of Parliament or of a 
House of the Legislature of any State specified in the First Schedule, and if a 
member of either House of Parliament or of a House of the Legislature of any 
such State be appointed Governor, he shall be deemed to have vacated his 
seat in that House on the date on which he enters upon his office as Governor. 
(2) The Governor shall not hold any other office of profit. 

(3) The Governor shall be entitled without payment of rent to the use of his 
official residences and shall be also entitled to such emoluments, allowances 
and privileges as may be determined by Parliament by law and, until provision 
in that behalf is so made, such emoluments, allowances and privileges as are 
specified in the Second Schedule. 

(3A) Where the same person is appointed as Governor of two or more States, 
the emoluments and allowances payable to the Governor shall be allocated 


among the States in such proportion as the President may by order determine. 


(4) The emoluments and allowances of the Governor shall not be diminished 
during his term of office. 


The President of India can appoint anybody above the age of thirty five years 
and is a citizen of India as Governor of a state. Usually it is done at the 
recommendation of the Prime Minister. 


!am exploring here the possibility of an awkward situation that may perhaps 
arise in future! 

Suppose the party ruling at the State and that ruling the Nation at the centre 
are different and the election for the State assembly takes place. The Chief 
Minister candidate of the state party is ‘Y’. The ruling party at the Centre fixes 
‘X’ as its candidate to oppose ‘Y’ in the State. In the election the State party 
sweeps the pole and ‘Y’ becomes the chief minister. ‘X’ was thrashed out 
without even getting back the deposit. At the recommendation of the Prime 
minister the President appoints ‘X’ as the Governor of the State where ‘Y’ is the 
chief minister! A defeated candidate controlling a successful candidate! 


What do you think of, about such a situation arising? Is it not to be avoided? 
So, let the public request the parliament to make the necessary changes in the 
constitution to avoid such an embarrassing situation arising in the future! 
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Why can’t: a rule passed that only personalities of great repute shall be 
appointed as governors. Retired judges must not be eligible for appointment as 
governors as it may create a tendency to favour the ruling party while they are 
in office. Retired Military chiefs, IAF chiefs and Navy chiefs may be considered. 
No political party members shall be appointed as governors. There must come 
to an end that every Dick, Tom, and Harry can become a governor. 


10. How does a political party get set up? 


The law (The Representation of the People Act 1951 Section 29A) sets 
down certain conditions for a political party to form and get registered by the 
Election Commission of India (ECI): 
e It must consist only of Indian citizens 
e It must call itself a political party set up for the purpose of contesting 
elections to the Parliament and State Legislatures and for no other 
purpose. 
e It must have at least 100 registered electors as its members. 


An application for registration (along with all supporting documents) is to be 
submitted to the Secretary of the ECI in the prescribed format. 

Also, after a political party has been registered by the ECI, it is its legal duty to 
keep the ECI duly informed of any change in its name, head office, office- 
bearers, address, or in any other material matters, like its constitution. 

What are the rules and regulation governing internal party operations? 


Currently, there is no express provision for internal democratic regulation of 
political parties in India — the only (limited) provision in the law requires an 
explicit undertaking pledging true faith and allegiance to the Constitution of 
India and the principles enshrined in it. 
Further, the ECI also requires that the party application should be 
accompanied by: 
e documents and information related to the organizational structure of 
the party, 
e the powers and functions of its organs 
e the method of appointment, details of all office-bearers with processes 
for their election etc. 
Can political parties be de-registered by the Election Commission? 


The ECI is not empowered to de-register parties on the grounds of violating the 
Constitution or breaching the undertaking given to it at the time of 
registration. A party can only be de-registered if its registration was obtained 
by fraud; if it is declared illegal by the Central Government; or if a party 
amends its internal Constitution and notifies the ECI that it can no longer abide 
by the Indian Constitution. 
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There must come an end to the rule that anyone can register a Political party, 
if 100 registered electors are there as its members. There must be only two or 
three political parties allowed in a nation. If a member, a MP or MLA resigns 
and joins another political party, that individual must automatically become 
disqualified to be an MP or MLA. He or she must not be entitled to bear any 
office of profit in the new party, for at least three years. He or She must not be 
given the new party’s ticket to fight an election to the post of MP or MLA for at 
least three years. Unless on the ground of ill health or other reasonable causes, 
if an MP or MLA resigns: they must compensate the expenditure incurred by 
the government in conducting that election.
